The Hampton quartet, one of the finest 
groups of Negro singers in the world, enter 
tained a large audience in George Washington 
hall last Friday evening with a selection of 
Negro spirituals. The perfect harmony and 
the stirring rhythm of the songs moved 
deeply al! present, for in his spirituals the soul 
of the Negro is laid bare, and one may detect | 
a simplicity and a fineness which even his 
long years of oppression by the white race 
has not taken from him. 

Among the songs was “Juba”, a chant 
accompanied by slapping of thighs and 
stamping of feet, an amazing representation 
of the profound rhythm of the true African | 
savage, “Little David, Play on Yo’ Harp” 
“Go down, Moses,” “Mighty Lak a Rose”, 
and the many other familiar favorites brought 
forth a storm of applause from an audience 
who had previously heard these songs sung 
with the White Man’s interpretation alone. 

Between the groups Mr. Ketcham, Field 
secretary of the Hampton Institute, gave a 
short talk on the history of the institution 
and Portfield Harris, a Hampton graduate, 
spoke on the course in mechanics at the 
Institute and explained how Hampton “fits 
the student for the life he is likely to lead.” 

Hampton Institute, two miles from Fort 
Monroe, Virginia, was founded in 1868 by 
General 5.

In addition 
to the academy, or high-school course, it 
gives courses in twelve different trades, in- 
cluding agriculture, business, home economics 
and teacher training.

REPORT OF THE CLERK OF THI 
NOVEMBER 1928-1929 

This has been a quiet year with us and we 
have no new accomplishments to report 

In the spring we found that our treasury 
held less than $200, and our plans were made 
for the care of our parks, more tree planting 
at Indian Ridge and other minor 
which might arise. 

Feeling proud of our record of a year ago | 
when we gave to the town the wrought iron 
fence in front of Memorial Hall grounds at an 
expense of $571.90, and rejuvenated a waste | 
area at West Parish Centre, we felt it wise to |

It was perhaps fortunate, in view of the 
abnormally dry season, that we had started 
no new planting of any kind 

The parks have been well cared for and 
have withstood the drought better than 
many of our lawns. 

For the benefit of our new members and 
those who may not be familiar with our 
work, I would explain that the Society cares 
for five parks or plots in different parts of the 
town, “Manse Green,” at the junction of 
School and Central streets, “The Ledges” 
Main street and Porter Road, “Donald 
Park” in front the residence of Mr. 
Walter Donald in Shawsheen Village, “ Up- 
land Green,” corner of Summer street and 
Upland Road, and Marland Village Plot at 
the corner of North Main and Stevens | 
streets.

Investors Are Turning to Interest-Bearing Securities Where Safety Is Prime Feature— 
Underlying Equities Behind Good Bonds Never Higher— 
Discrimination Still Highly Essential 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
15, 1929. The successful investor is the one 
who guides his policies by fundamental 
economic trends and not by what the 
majority of people are doing. He recognizes 
that there are always Opportunities, and he 
takes advantage of changing conditions to 
strengthen his investment position.
